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This is the second office action for application number 10/807,291 , Acceleration 
Clamp Assist, filed on March 24, 2004. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 11,13, and 16-30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on January 6, 2006. 

Applicant's election with traverse of the invention elected in the reply filed on 
January 6, 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examiner 
has not properly prima facie demonstrated either distinctness of the inventions identified 
or the existence of a serious burden of examination in the absence of the requirement. 
This is not found persuasive because each invention is classified in a different class, to 
search for the particulars of invention I, which is merely drawn to an arrangement for 
positioning an object (practically any object), would not require the examiner to search 
in the filed of measuring and testing nor the field of optical systems since the present 
claims of invention I do not specify an optical device as the object. Thus, the restriction 
is valid. In regards the election of species, one does not have search for a pivotal 
clamp in the same area as a clamp involving a transducer nor cantilever beam, the 
areas of search are substantially different and would result in a burdensome search, 
thus, the election of species requirement is proper. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
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Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because reference character "320" is not in Fig. 1 
as suggested by the specification on page 8, line 15; reference character "310" in Fig. 3 
is referring to an arrow not a table as suggested by the specification on page 16, line 
16; reference character "460" in Fig. 4 is referring to both an arrow and a compression 
spring; and reference character "600" in not in Fig. 6 as suggested by the specification 
on page 18, line 23. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "410," "524," and "526". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
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CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 8, 
line 16 "cloamping" appears to be misspelled and should be --clamping-; on page 8, 
line 25, "40" appears to be incorrect and should be --30--; and on page 9, line 3, "2B" 
appears to be incorrect and should be --2A--. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 10, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,560,846 to Shioya et al., hereinafter, Shioya. Shioya 
discloses an arrangement (Fig. 1) for positioning an object (12) relative to a surface, 
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comprising: a clamp structure (40); a first actuator (42) for applying a first clamping 
force to the object; means for producing a signal (92) corresponding to acceleration of 
an assembly of the object and the surface; a second actuator (58) for applying a second 
clamping force to the object responsive to the means for producing a signal 
corresponding to the acceleration; wherein the first actuator is a passive actuator; 
wherein the second actuator is a dynamic actuator; wherein the first force is a static 
force; wherein the means for producing a signal corresponding to acceleration is an 
acceleration measurement device; wherein the second force is proportional to the 
acceleration; and a plunger (102) driven by one of the first actuator and the second 
actuator. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6, 8, 9, 14, and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
